I lowever, even this gesture in the direction of demo* racy 
is empty. The c o n g r e s s meets but once in two years, and 
has no real legislative functions. 
Legislative authority is 
vested in the all-union central soviet executive 
c o m m i t t e e , 
known in Russia as the TS1K. It is made up of about one 
fourth of the members of the congress, and all .ire hand­ 
picked by the cabinet, or, as it is known in Russia, the coun 
cil of people’s commissars. 
Paralleling this formal pattern of government, and AE 
W AYS SUPERIOR to it, is the Communist party o r g a n i z a ­
